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Tlie above observation iiiflicates that the value of herbarium 
specimens would lie ^n*eatly enhanced if the exact location, as to soil 
type and series, could be included with other data on the labels of all 
plants collected in states where detailed soil surveys Juivc been com- 
pleted. The collector would, then, not only be contril)utinf; data of 
sN'stcmatic importance but would also contribute to future research 
of ecologic importance.— William B. Bhikhly, George Washington

The Oc'cukke.xce of Poa Ciiaixii i.v America .—Pod C / iai.rii 

\ illars was collected by the writer in Duluth, Minne.sota, on June 
2b, 1937. This collection is ot interest because, according to Mrs. 
Agnes Cha.se, it is the first one of this species in America. Mrs. Chase 
reports that the grass is lre(|uent in woodlands of western and central 
Fairope. There are specimens in the United States National Her¬ 
barium from practically all tin* countrii's within the specified area. 

In the Herbarium ot Lni\'(‘rsity o) ^linnesota there are sj)ccimens 
from Sweden and Finland. 

The determination was first verified by Dr. C. (). R.osendahl, 
( nivei’sity of Minnesota, and later by Mrs. .Vgnes Chase ami Mr. .1. 
B. Swallen, I nited States National Herbarium. Moreover, IVIrs. 
Cha.se furnished the following reference: '‘Poa C/fnmV Villar.s, Flora 
Delphinalis 7. 1785. ‘—in sylvis & pratis alpestribus circa Chaudun 
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Several varieties of Poa Chaixii Vill. have been described. Mrs. 
Chase concludes that the Duluth .specimen is the “species itself” and 
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is “ very like one from the Bois de Boulogne, near Paris. 

Poa Chaixu Vill. grows in Duluth on Hunter’s Hill which slopes to 
tin* residential district of Hunter’s Park. At the base of the south- 
facing slope winds a stream. The hill is a ridge-like formation w'ith 
bare cliffs of ba.salt on the south and northeast sides. A trail, u.sed bv 
occasional hikers, leads to the .south cliff over 12(X)feet above the .sea 
level, and follows the southeast slope through the woods to the street 
level. A transition forest covers the hill. In the Tilia-Arrr a.ssocia- 
tion grow several species of deciduous trees characteristic of the re¬ 
gion. Toward the base of the slopes are scattered stands of Pinu.'i 
Strob 2 a<i, Picra can.(ulmsu‘, and Abies balsamea. Dirca paluMris, Acer 
spicutum, and Taxus caiuulcusis are representatixe among the natixe 
shrubs. The ground flora is rich and xaried in natix'c .sjK‘cies. On
